BATTLE SUMMARY 


FURTHER ALLIED SUCCESSES. 
[Undated War Resume by the Amociatet Prem | 


The Allied armies have ob- 
tained further successes over 
the Germans in fighting in the 
Soissons-Rheims sector and to 
the north in the Montdidier re- 
gion and still further north in 
Flanders between the Lawe 
and Clarence rivers. 


East of the town of Bratsene 
on the Vesle River, midway 
between Soissons and Rheims, 
American and French troops, 
under the stiffest kind of fight- 
ing, have crossed the river and 
held all the positions. The 
French north of Rheims have 
penetrated more than 400 yerds 
in the railroad triangle begin- 
ning at Rheims and running 
northeastward toward Rethel 
and northwestward to Laon. 
All positions previously gained 
in the entire Rheims-Sotesons 
salient have been held, not- 
withstending counter - attacks. 
Near where the Vesle enters 
the Aisne east of Solesons the 
French have overcome the re- 


sistance of the enemy and 
taken the village of Ctlery- 
Balsogne. 


In the Montdidier sector the 
French south and southwest 


of the town have advanced 
their line on this important 
sector. which represents the 


Junction point of the armies of 
the German Crown Prince and 
of Crown Prince Rupprecht of 
Bavaria. 

HARD BRITISH BLOW. 

It remained for the British to 
deliver the hardest blow against 
the Germans Wednesday. Fol- 
lowing up a previous advance in 
the Lys sector northwest of La 
Bassee, they pushed their line 
over a front of nearly five miles 
to a depth of a thousand yards 
between the Lawe and Clar- 
ence rivers. The details of this 
advance are not yet in hand, 
but the. maneuver doubtless 
will go a far way toward les- 
sening the point of the nasty 
salient that has stood as a men- 
ace r months to the British 
line north and south it.

NEW PHASE COMING. 

It Was to be expected that 
several days would elapse be- 
fore the Allies could be In 
shape to renew their offensive. 
Bad weather has hampered the 
movement of guns and rein-

Slovak forces to prevent them from 
getting through to Viadivostok. 

“I wish to make this clear, be- 
cause there has been criticism of 
the action of the President of the 
United States for the decision he 
has taken, In conjunction with the 
Japanese, to send forces to Viadi- 
vostok to rescue the Czecho-Slovaks 
from a plight due to the organiza- 
tion of German prisoners of war in- 
to a force to intercept a capture 
them.

AMERICANS RESCUE 
PEASANTS IN CAVE. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A PF.) 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
ON THE AISNE-MARNE FRONT, 
Aug. 6.—Ninety French peasants who 
had been living in a large cave near 
Ville-Savoye, southwest of Fismes, 
were tescued by the Americans aft- 
er having passed through ge bat- 
tles and remaining p to the 
Germans for five weeks. When dis- 
covered by the Americans the peas- 
ants were nearly starved, their scant 
supplies of food having been almost 
exhausted before the last battle of 
the Vesle began. 

The cave formerly was a quarry 
and when the Germans arrived in the 
neighborhood in the latter part of 
May the peasants roundabont Ville- 
Savoye assembled in the cave, rather 
than leave the vicinity of their 
homes. The entrance to the cave 
Wag at the foot of a hill, great lay- 
ers of rock and earth acting as a 
covering. 

Many shelis had struck close to 
the roof, several exploding direct- 
ly over the place where the peasants 
had taken refuge, but the thick 
rock and earth roof was not dam- 


The peasants took al] the sup- 
Piies possible from their’ farms, but 
finally were compelled to appeal to 
the Germans for additional food. 
They were given an alloWanre #0 
scanty that they were compelled to 
forage for sustenance, but this pro- 
cedure was difficult owing to the 
fact that the Invaders allowed them 
to seek food only within a pre- 
ecribed area. 

The refugees mainly w elderly 
men and women with a children.

LOOD BROTHERS: AUTOCRACY AND 
SOCIALISM, 

Allan L. Benson, former candidate for 
President on the Socialist ticket, has aban- 
doned the party. He offers two reasons for 
his course in the August number of Current 
Opinion. One, and the more acceptable, is 
that the Socialist party is largely under the 
control of the foreign-born who, by reason 
of their birth, “cannot get the American 
point of view;—they cannot feel what 
Americans feel; and they are assisted by 
an anarchistic, syndicalistic minority” 
which has brought about dissension within 
the party. The “party's downfall” is Mr. 
Benson's phrase. The second reason is 
unique and, were it not for the seriousness 
of the issues and the consistent, though 
visionary, faith of Mr. Benson, would be 
grotesque. He goes to some length to urge 
that the administration at Washington, u 
der pressure of war work, has adopted 
principles of the Socialistic party and put 
into effect its policies. “War,” he says, 
“has disclosed that certain Socialistic prin- 
ciples work, but that the party doesn’t;” 
and the party has “no further justification 
for existence.” 

Il. 

R. BENSON'S argument rests entirely 

on the radical control assumed during 
the past year; the arbitrary regulation of 
food prices and seizure of supplies; the con- 
trol of railroads, coal mines, telegraph and 
telephone lines, and whatever other public 
utilities have an important bearing on the 
war. 
It is a case of extremes meeting. The 
Socialistic candidate of 1916 is in 1918 the 
avowed champion of an administration that 
has borrowed its war measures from a pa- 
ternal monarchy. 

Understand us: The Times approves of 
and upholds those measures for the duration 
of the war. We are aware that they are 
rigorous. In some aspects we would have 
them more rigorous. At the same time we 
recognize them as emergency measures, 
justified only by the exigencies of beating 
a powerful and unscrupulous enemy; and 
to a great extent our nation must assume 
the same ruthless system that the world 
execrates and is fighting to destroy: a sys- 
tem, because of its war effectiveness, that 
we are compelled to adopt at the tempo 
rary suspension of the rights and liberties 
dear to democracy and inseparable from 
republican government. 

For instance, to give the most pertinent 
fllustration of how Germany has forced a 
corruption of our own decency, the Allies, 
being civilized and humane, would never, 
no matter how fearfully desperate, have re- 
sorted to the use of liquid fire and gas 
clouds, except that we were compelled to 
fight the devils with fire. Not to retaliate 
with those barbarities which the Hun has 
forced into this war would be to have our 
armies stricken as by a plague, wasted and 
destroyed. Not to have assumed at home 
those autocratic controls over industries 
and food—with one sweep of the arm de- 
stroying the prerogatives of private owner- 
ship—would have been to allow the Prus- 
sian monarch an inestimable advantage, 
since one of his many heaven-conferred 
rights permite him to con from his 
subjects whatever is needfuf for his armies. 

That is the situation which has caused 
America to gladly yield up to our official 
leaders an authority and power they could 
not have secured in times of peace without 
the extermination of patriots. Our meas- 
ures in a way have become as autocratic 
as those of Prussia; and Mr. Benson Is 
pleased to rejoice that in emulating the 
rule of the Hohenzollerts we have estab- 
lished Socialism in America. 

Since when and where was it one of the 
tenets of Socialism to bestow upon an 
Oligarchy the control of industries? Let 
him look to Russia, where they have a “So- 
clalistic Fatherland.” True, Mr. Benson re- 
pudiates y with the mild condemna- 
tion that Brother Trotzky did things too 
abruptly. Trotzky was a little abrupt in 
placing illiterate peasants in the seats of 
jurists, in making a humble peace with 
the Kaiser because out of faith in the 
“brotherhood-of-man” tenet of Socialism he 
could not bear to have Russians kill Huns: 
and also he was a little abrupt in arming 
the mob and the issuance of an order for 
@ genera] massacre of the bourgeoisie. Mr. 
Benson can nimbly evade being linked to 
Trotzky by interposing the word “anarchy.” 
Trotzky has become an anarchist. Sister 
Benson flees from anarchy with his skirts 
drawn high—and he runs with embracing 
arms squarely into autocracy. The confu- 
sion of seeing avowed Socialism in bloody 
and unlimited operation In Russia is enough 
to disconcert the Bensons of our land: and 
in their haste to detach themselves from 
all connection with such vicious practices 
as Trotzky’s they leap squarely into Kal- 
serism—irretrievable radicals, fleeing from 
extreme to extreme and proclaiming naive 
ly that they haven't moved at all. No, the 
mountain has come to Mahomet. 

Ill, 

EGARDING these emergency measures, 
which Mr. Benson assumes will be per- 
manent, it is not easy to speak in protest 
without giving the fakers a cherished op- 
portunity to say we are pro-German, where- 
as the protest is condemnation of those 
principles and policies that have made Ger- 
many a war machine and nothing else. For 
the time being America, too, must be a 
war machine, and a better, more powerful, 
more destructive one than Germany. For 
instance, President Wilson has forcefully 
condemned secret treaties. Nothing he has 
said has been put tn simpler or more Irrev- 
ocable phrase. Yet the exigency of war 
has caused him to enter into an agreement 
with Japan for a joint invasion of Russian 
territory; and scarcely one word of that 
agreement has been made public, and none 
of it has been formally sanctioned by the 
people. The famous Nicky-Willy treaty 

was not more shielded from public view. 

Consider the censorship: Newspapers are 
under the thumb of one man. He can 
scratch a pen and bar them from malls; he 
can speak a word and have them suppressed. 
The government is saying to newspapers, 
“Print so many pages and no more.” And 


the liberty of the press is at present very 


much restricted. But no one complains. It 
is a War measure; but if there were any 
indication that the censorship, the é@ictator- 
ship, would be perpetuated in days of 


Soltloquizing. 


peace—well, let those who are‘in doubt 
look to history and find there what men of 
our breed do when their liberties of speech 
and thought are threatened. 

And regarding the control of ratflroads 
and lines of communication expressions 
must be more moderate; for these are real- 
ly the arteries and veins of the common- 
wealth and have a precedent in the postal 
service. Congress has avowedly declared 
that the control is only temporary; but the 
attitude of the public tin peace times will! 
depend on how wisely and well this control 
has been administered. And while Social- 
ism has long been the advocate of govern- 
ment ownership, it is equally true that al- 
ways in time of war the authorities have 


commandeered and temporarily used such 


“ownership” as befitted war needs. So it 
is Mars and not Marx that the Socialists 
must thank for the innovation; and the 
declaration that contro! has never before 
been so extensive {gs answered by the fact 
that there has never before been such need 
for that control. 

Regarding the food and coal dictatorship 
which Mr. Benson views with admiration, 
there is even less cause for Socialistic ju- 
dilation. In truth, even if dictatorships 
were ever, as they have never been, a part 
of Socialistic theory, the Socialists would 
have some cause for not wishing to be re- 
minded the fact at this time. The coal 
dictatorship has been inadequate. Last 
winter “coalless days” were declare@"In an 
eastern midwinter and business was sus- 
pended. The present outlook is said to in- 
Gicate much the same embarrassment for 
the coming winter. Yet in times of peace, 
under private and competitive control, 
there were no coa] famines of a like pro- 
portion, and no coal famines at all unless 
the Socialistic miners were on a strike. 
Mr. Hoover's food contro! {fs an emergency 
measure that would be ill-countenanced in 
peace times. The prescription of what peo- 
ple shall eat is acceptable only through the 


knowledge that ouf army and allies must. 


be fed by what we save. The same truth 
applies to the milling companies and to 
the farmers as regards the control of their 
profits. It is patriotism—something that 
has a new and unfamiliar sound in Social- 
istic mouths—that encourages producers to 
be satisfied with profits undeniably meager. 
IV. 

T IS true that republics have been trans- 

formed into autocracies because those in 
office have perpetuated the unusual powers 
permitted them as war emergencies. And 
Mr. Benson expresses not only hope but be- 
lief that a similar misfortune will be forced 
upon this country with the treaty of peace. 
In which case one might ask Mr. Benson 
why it matters who wins this war if we are 
to adopt the paternal monarchy that Ger- 
many seeks to enforce upon the entire 
world—and which (until Mr. Benson en- 
lightened us) we Americans thought we 
were fighting to destroy. 


RKING OVERTIME. 

President Wilson has been working 
twelve or fourteen hours a day and he is 
not getting pay and a half for extra time, 
either.

Since 1907 Judge Rives has pre- 
sided im the probate department. He 
ie one of the most popular jurists 
the county ever had, and it is said 
that he knows more persons by their 
first names than any official on cr 
off the bench. Despite the fact that 
he is a native of Georgia and of a 
family of southern Democrats, he 
has always been a standpat Repub- 
lican, one of the leaders In Los An- 
geles county. He came here nearly 
fifty years ago, making the journey 
across the plains by wagcn. After 
engezing in newspaper work for 
several years, Judge Rives studied 
law and soon became a very suc- 
cessful lawyer. He served four 
years as District Attorney. 

Admitted to the bar in 1910, Judge 
McCormick has made commendable 
headway in his profession. He was 
appointed Superior judge by Gov. 
Gillett, and then elected to the pcsi- 
tion, having served on the bench for 
nine years. He has a fine, keen 
legal mind. He is unselfish and has 
a kindly feeling toward his fellow- 
man. It is said that no Los An- 
geles County Superior judge was 
ever more conscientious than Judge 
McCormick. 

Elected in 1912, Judge John M. | 
York has made an enviable reccrd. 
He is a native son, also the son of 
Hon. Waldo M. Yerk, who served on 
the bench for years. Judge York 
is a graduate of the University of 
California. He is locked upon by 
members of the bar as one of the 
most able jurists now serving in that 
capacity. 

Judge Charlies Wellborn is a son 
of former United States District 
Judze Olin Wellborn. He has been 
on the bench for six years. He is 
highly educated, being a graduate 
of Columbia University and cther In- 
stitutions of learning. Before elec- 
tion to the judgeship, Judge Well- 
born served as a Police Commission- 
er. He has made good on the bench 
and should be kept there. 

While he was born in Iowa, Judge 
Houser came here at such an early 
age that he is looked upon as a » 
tive son. He Was educated in the 
public schools here and the Uni- 
versity of California. He served 
two terms in the California Assem- 
bly and was elected a Superior judge 
in 1906. He is recognized as a law- 
yer of unusual ability. 

Judge Valentine has been on the 
bench a year, having been appcinted 
by Gov. Stephens. ior years he has 
been more or less prominent In civic 
life, having been in the Assembly, 
United States District Attorney and 
a member of the Public , Service 
Commission, 


Hon. Walter Bordwell feels con* 
fident that there are enough stand- 
pat Republicans in California to as- 
sure his nomination. Phil Stanton 
voices the same opinion.
